A Prompt Acceptance Forwarded by 
the Champion. 


Corbett Also Offers Mitchell a Chance 
for a Fight. 


The Englishman and Slavin Both Talking 
for a Match With John L.—Fitz- 
simmons Willing to Meet 
Ted Pritchard.

PHILADELPHIA, March 8.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Corbett tonight sent 
Mitchell and Sullivan letters announc- 
ing that it was his desire to meet them 
both, Queensberry rules. In his letter 
to Mitchell he said: 

You crawled out of a match with me by 
stating that you would never engageina 
finish contestagain. You now seem anxious 
to meet Sullivan to a finish. Since you 
have changed your mind and cannot agree 
with Sullivan as to terms, I suppose you 
will have no objection to meeting me. I 
will fight ps any time, anywhere, for any 
aimount of money you may stipulate. 

The letter to Sullivan states that his 
(Corbett’s) forfeit is up and he requests 
Sullivan to cover it. He resents Sulli- 
van’s allusion to him (Corbett) as a 
‘bombastic member of the profession.’’ 
The letter closes: 

In your general challenge you said ‘“‘first 
come, first served.’”” My money is up, 
therefore I mean to have the first chance. 

MINNEAPOLIS, March 8.—John L, Sul- 
livan has wired his backer: 

Cover Corbett's forfeit, the fight to take 
place in August or September in the club 
offering the largest purse, Queensberry 
rules, the winner to take the entire purse, 
$10,000 outside bet or more; first come, 
first served. Also cover all bluffers’ money 
for any match during the same time. 


What Mitchell and Slavin Say. 

BurraLto, March 8.— Mitchell and 
Slavin were seen this morning by a rep- 
resentative of the Associated Press and 
asked their intentions in regard to Sul- 
livan’s reply to Mitchell’s ultimatum. 
Mitchell seemed nonplussed and asked 
the interviewer as to the best course 


possible. 


“My ultimatum presented the case 
precisely,’’ he said. ‘‘My money is up 
now and we wait for Sullivan to put up 
his money. lam. ready to fight Sulli- 
van dny time. There is” no reason why 
this ‘newspaper talk should be con- 
tinued; Iam determined to fight.”’ 

Slavin said: ‘Let Sullivan put yp his 
money; mine is posted.’’ 


Pritchard and Fitzsimmons. 

New Orvgans, March 8. —Sporting 
men are interested by the report from 
London that Ted Pritchard is willing to 
fight Fitzsimmons in America. Jimmy 
Carroll, speaking for Fitzsimmons, said 
today: ‘Bobis ready to meet Pritch- 
ard at any time. It ismy judgment 
that it will be profitable to wait and 
hold the match for next Mardi Gras. 
The Sullivan and Mitchell match will 
take place in the fall, and it will not do 
to have another big fight so near to it, 
and the objection to holding the fight in 
ten weeks is that it will be warm and 
the city dull.”’

Its Dividend Cut Down—The Boston Suits 
Not Feared. 

New York, March §.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| At the regular monthly 
meeting of the directors of the Whisky 
Trust today it was decidedin viewof ex- 
isting circumstances to reduce the quar- 
terly dividend to 1 percent. and rednce 
the market price of the company's prod- 
uct 1 centa gallon. © In explanation 
the board says: 

The business of the company is entirely 
satisfactory and the earnings for the quar- 
ter are more than sufficient to pay the usual 
1% per cent. dividend. Thesuit brought at 
Boston is not considered serious by the di- 
rectors, asthey are advised by the best 
counsel obtainable that no case can be 
maintained against the company. Actual 
and possible competitors may and probably 
will have considered that the present situa- 
tion will afford an opportunity to make in- 
roads in the business, and the directors, in 


view of the determined policy to protect 


the company’s trade at all hazards, deem it 
wise to strengthen the position of the 
sete The directors feel that they will 
le to dispel all doubts as to the stability 
and strength of the company and assure the 
stockholders of full confidence in its per- 
manent success.

Members of a Wedding Party Shot. 

CetTins—E (Montenegro), March 8.— 
At Kolaschin, on the Albanian frontier, 
a wedding procession of Albanians met 
a number of Montenegrins and fired a 
salute. One of the weapons ‘was loaded 
with ball and a Montenegrin” was shot. 
Though it was clearly apparent the 
shooting was entirely accidental, the 
comrades of the wounded man attacked 
the wedding party and killed nineteen 
of them. It is thought further trouble 
will follow. 


Fighting in Senegal. 

Paris, March 8.—A dispatch from St. 
Louis, Senegal, states that the French 
force under the command of Lieut.-Col. 
Humbert had another engagement with 
the noted Emir Samory, and have carried 
Koukouro in Senegal, by assault. Many 
natives were killed. Samory escaped 
from the French.

COULD NOT FUSE. 


North Dakota Alliance Men Abandon the 
Prohibition Convention. 

Grand Fork (N. D.,) March 8.— 
[By the Associated Press.] “The 
State gonvention of the Prohibition 
party for the election of a delegation to 
the Presidential convention at St. Louis 
June 22 convened in this city today, 
the result being a split in the ranks, 
members of the Farmers’ Alliance with- 
drawing. . 

The chairman announced that owing 
to lack of organization throughout the 
State the convention was called as a 
mass convention and credentials entit- 
ling delegates to seats would consist in 
signing the declaration of principles, 
declaring the prohibition of the manu- 
facture, importation and sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors the paramount issue be- 
fore the American people and pledging 
support to the National Prohibition 
party. This @eclaration all Alliance 
men refused to sign. 

After fighting an hourin a vain en- 
deavor to show what they were there 
for the Alliance-Independents with- 
drew. A committee was then ap- 
pointed, which, after adjournment, an- 
nounced delegates to the national con- 
vention. | 

The Alliance, men held a_ secret ses- 
sion of four hours, but will divulge 
nothing of the proceedings except the 
statement that they will call for an In- 
dependent-Alliance State Convention, 
The result of the Alliance bolt from the 
Prohibition convention will probably be 
that the third party Prohibitionists will 
vote for such Republican candidates for 
State officers as are satisfactory to them 
personally.

Four Tennessee Negroes Put to 
Death by a Mob. 


The Jail in Which They Were Confined 
Captured by Stratagem by Seventy- 
. five Masked Men — Very 
Quick Work,

Mempuis (Tenn.,) March 8,—[By the 
Associated Press.] A mob has broken 
into the Shelby county jail to lynch the 
negroes who killed the deputy sheriffs 
Sunday night. 

The mob organized quietly, entered 
the jail, took several negroes from the 
jailand hurried them off. It is pre- 
sumed the negroes have been lynched, 
but it is not known iow many. There 
were twenty-seven negroes in the jail 
charged with ambushing and shooting 
down four deputy sheriffs who tried to 
arrest a negro at the crossroads Sat- 
urday night. 


the all masked. “The men broke 
in the. big doors, secured Calvin Mc- 
Dowell, Tom Moss and Will Stuart, 
leaders of the negro gang, and, rushing 
them out of the jail, quickly disappeared 
with them. They have undoubtedly 
been lynched. 

Mempnis, March 9.—It is now learned, 
at 4 a.m., that five negroes were hanged 
in the yards of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio, back of the jail. The names of 
the other two were not learned. It is 
said the jail doors were battered in, but 
they do not show any effects of hard 
usage. The mob knocked on the big 
iron gate in the high stone wall sur- 
rounding the jail, and called loudly for 
Keeper O’Donnell. 

‘What do you want?’’ came from 
O’ Donnell. 

“We have the prisoners here. 
the gate. 

“All said O’Donnell, and he 
came down and opened the gate. He 
found himself pushed aside, and while 
two of the mob held him against the 
wall their fellows entered the jail. 


Austria Favors the Gold Standard. 
Vienna, March 8.—Dr. Steinbach, the 
Austrian: Minister of Finance,in wel- 
coming members of the commission on 
currency reform, said that besides the 
question of resumption of specie pay- 
ments, the commission was to consider 
other and difficult questions that have 
arisen in consequence of the far-reach- 
ing change in the firm ratioof value 
which so long existed between gold and 
silver. 

Bauer, director of the Vienna Bank-

cyrrency reform commission, spoke in 
favor of the gold standard, with a tem- 
porary continuance of silver currency 
to a small extent. 

In Pesth today a Hungarian commis- 
sion of twenty-one currency eaperts 
met Finance Minister Wekerle and con- 
curred in the apertivs of the gold 
standard. 


Why Teller Opposes Harrison. 

Denver, March 8.—Several Eastern 
papers have stated that Senator Teller’s 
opposition to the renomination of Pres- 
ident Harrison was because of a per- 
sonal grievance. Today State Senator 
Steck received a lengthy letter from 
Teller in which he defines his position 
on the Presidential question. He opposes 
the renomination of Harrison, he says, 

‘simply because I do not agree with 
him in his financial policy as applied to 
silver and not because of any personal 
feelings.’’ He trusts Colorado will send 
a delegation to Minneapolis who will 
vote for a candidate favoring free 
silver’ and the unlimited goinage of 
silver,

BERING SEA. 


Uncle Sam’s Reply to Lord 
Salisbury, 


The United States Insists gn Restor- 
ing the Modus Vivendi. 


The Proposed Arbitration Treaty Not 
Pleasing to the Senate. 


Some Senators Think it is a Backdown 
—The Seal Fisherieg Complication 
Again Assuming a Very Se- 
rious Phase. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Wasuineton, March 8.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Senate in executive 
session this afternoon considered the 
arbitration treaty in regard to Bering 
Sea. There was much opposition to it. 
One body of Senators bitterly resented 
the idea of any treaty,holding the right 
of the United States to waters acquired 
from Russia beyond question, and that 
it would be a cowardly surrender on the 
part of this Government to submit its 
rights to the uncertain decision of for- 
eign arbitrators. Attention was called 
to the fact that one of these arbitrators 
is a subject of a power with which our 
relations are much strained—lItaly. 


Other Senators appeared tod believe | 


that approval of the treaty would be a 
distinct gain inthe diplomatic battle, 
inasmuch as it committed Great Britain 
to the recognition of the fact that the 
United States had a claim to jurisdic- 
tion over the waters of Bering Sea un- 
der the Russian title—a point which she 
has heretofore steadily refused to al- 
low. 

A third group thought the treaty 
should not be approved finally without 
the addition of aclause renewing the 
modus vivendi. Indeed there was man- 
ifested a general feeling of disappoint- 
ment growing out of the refusal of the 
British government to accede to the 
reasonable request of this Government 
in that respect. Some Senators took 
the ground that, while the treaty might 
safely be ratified, the administration 
should be instructed, in the event of the 
continued refusal of the British govern- 
ment to insure protection of the seals 
during the arbitration - proceedings, to 
order vessels of the United States to 
seize every offending vessel without re- 


to nationality. 


After considerable discussion the 
treaty was reférred tothe Committee 
on Foreign Relations. 


The Cabinet meeting today was im- | 


portant, notwithstanding the absence 
of Blaine, Foster and Noble. The en- 
tire session was devoted to the consid- 
eration of the Bering Sea question in 
general. The opinion was unanimous 
that the position assumed by the Brit- 
ish government in opposing a renewal of 
the modus vivendi was untenable and 
not justified by the condition of the 
sealing industry.

This Government is desirous of reach- 
ing a prompt agreement in regard to 
the fisheries in order that it may be offi- 
cially promulgated in advance of the 
departure of the sealing fleets. 

Since the above was written it is 
learned that Acling Secretary Wharton 
delivered to the British Minister this 
afternoon the reply of this Government 
to Lord Salisbury’s note declining to 
renew the modus vivendi. The reply 
reiterates the position of this Govern- 
ment and insists upon a renewal of the 
modus vivendi of 1891 for the coming 
season. It is understood that Sir Julian 
Pauncefote cabled the entire text of the 
note to Lord Salisbury this evening. 


Dominion View of the Case. 

Ortawa (Ont.,) March 8.— Minister of 
Marine Supper stated todav that the 
chief contention against the renewal of 
the modus vivendi was that it was not 
necessary for the preservation of seal 
life as held by the United States. The 
only danger of extermination was in 
the wholesale slaughter carried on by 
natives and the Alaska Company in 
the breeding grounds.

A FANATIC’S FEARFUL CRIMES. 

A family of twelve persons were 
brought as prisoners from the island of 
Lauai, February 21, charged with the 
murder of some members of the family 
and having three indictments against 
them. The story as told is that re- 
markable curing powers had secured 
for Puuololo, one of the female mem- 
bers of the family, ‘the reputation ofa 
‘‘kaluuna,’’ or one possessed of super- 
natural powers. Acting under the 
guidance of the spirit Kihilikini, which 
had power over her, she beat her sister 
Puni to death with a club for question- 
ing her powers. The furious woman 
also clubbed to death her nephew, Kolo, 


family acquiescing or assisting in the 
deed. 

Paa, a brother of the woman, and 
about 30 vears of age, was then seized 
and held by the family, while Kaluuna 
burned him over the face and body with 
a flaming torch, dipped in oil. Her 
fourth victim was also held by members 
of the family, while the woman beat 
him to death with a club. As a result 
of the crimes, the natives deserted 
Awalua, where the tragedy occurred. 
Dr. Davison, who examined Puuololo, 
found no reason to suppose her insane 
and it is thought the murders were per- 
mitted by the family inthe belief that 
Puuololo could restore them to life. 
Paa, the brother, who was burned, was 
horribly disfigured, but it is expected 
he will recover. Thetrial ofthe family 
takes place shortly.

Revolution in Labor Matters 
at ’Frisco. 


The Manufacturers’ Association Wins 
at Every Point. 

General Abandonment of the Unions 
by the Employes. 


The Power of the Federation of Labor 
to Dictate to Employers Crushed 
at One Blow—An Impotent | 
Boycott. 


By Telegravh to The Times. 

Sax Francisco, March 8.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The situation at the 
shoe factories this morning was prac- 
tically the same so far as the progress 
of work is concerned. In only one fac- 
tory, that of P. F..Nolan, are there any 
but what profess to be non-union men, 
Cahn, Nickelsburg & Co. have received 
a list containing the signatures of thirty- 
nine of their operatives, certifying to 
their having withdrawn from the 
union. 

It has been ascertained that at the 
special meeting of the union, held on 
Sunday, a certificate bearing the regu- 
lar White Labor League stamp was is- 
sued to all members in good standing. 
granting them full and honorable dis- 
charges from the union. From thisthe 
conclusion is drawn that the union has 
no membership and exists only onthe 
support of men employedin P. F. No- 
lan’s factory and possibly a few others 
in unattached factories. 


In the meantime the boycott is stillin 
progress, but without much effect ac- 
cording to the manufacturers. 

Last night when the brewery work- 
men were paid off they were questioned 
as to their union or non-union connec 
tions. A canvass of the principal brews 
eries this morning disclosed the fact 
that at only three of the breweries had 
there been any change resulting from 
the employers’ demand. Individually 
the breweries reported as follows rela- 
tive tothe number of men dischargeds 
Albany brewery, 4; Bavaria brewery, 
2; National brewery, 5. The three 
breweries that dismissed some of their 
help filled the vacancies with non-union 
men. 
Tonight the labor war has subsided t@ 
such a degree that it is scarcely worthy 
of the name. The brewers now claim 
that their establishments are run with 
non-union employés and the shoe manu- 
facturers have documentary evidence 
to that effect. The next move must be 
made by the Federated Trades, and 
their council does not assemble until 
Friday evening. Whether they will 
make any further effort toward arbitra- 
tion remains to be seen, but the mante- 
facturers are not likely to receive any 
overtures fromthem. The shoemakers 
still profess to be strong enough to 
carry their point eventually and the 
brewery workmen say they will bide 
their time. 

Four brewery workers who were 
known to be friendly to those who de- 
clared the boycott on the Jackson 
brewery were discharged tonight from 
the Hibernian brewery. It is stated by 
Secretary Mohr, of the Brewers’ Asso- 
ciation, that all inside helpers in the 
breweries are now understood to have 
surrendered their allegiance to the 
Brewery Workers’ Union and as fast as 
they are found not to have done so they 
will be discharged. 

George Williams, - assistant secreta 
of the Manufacturers’ Association, stat 
today that he considered the labor war — 
at an end as far as the shoemakers are 
concerned, and that he recognized but 
one uncertain element in the brewery 
matter. It is impossible to say yet 
whether the syndicate breweries will 
pledge themselves to keep out nome 
union men. . 

The beer-drivers held another meet- 
ing at Bnai, Brith hall tonight and seven- 
teen more signatures were added to the 
resolutions withdraw ing from the Brew- 
ery Workers’ Union. There are now 
sixty-two drivers who have signed the 
document. - These represent sixteen 
breweries, sothat they may be sald te 
be a full representation.

A Lively Contest. in Judge Wade's 
Department Yesterday. 


Court Declines to Allow the 
Road to be “Squeezed Out.” 


The 


Receiver Crank Instructed to at Once 
Pay the Interest Due on the First 
Mortgage Bonds— Some. In- 
teresting Disclosures. 


In Department Tiree yesterday morn- 
ing the matter of the petition of. Re- 
ceiver J. F. Crank, of the Pacific (Cable) 
Railway Company, for leave to apply 
certain money ‘in his hands to the pay- 
ment of the interest due on 886 first 
mortgage bonds, came up for hearing 
before Judge Wade. 

J. D. Bicknell, Esq., appeared for the 
petitioner, who was present in person, 
and S. C. Hubbell, Esq., appeared for 
the stockholders of the Pacific Rail- 
way Company, the creditors of the 
company, who opposed the petition, be- 
ing represented by Messrs. W. P. Gardi- 
ner, D. P. Hatch and H. O. Collins. 

The ball was opened by W. P. Gardi- 
ner, Esq.. who informed the court that 
he represented both the plaintiff, Ed- 
ward -Russell, and the intervenors, a 
number of Chicago creditors, the aggre- 
gate amount of whose claims exceeded 
$2,000,000. 

At the request of counsel for the pe- 
titioner Attorney Gardiner then read 
the list of the creditors whom he repre- 

sented and by whom objection was be- 
ing made to the petition. 

After the reading of this list Attor- 
ney Gardiner addressed the Court at 
some length. In substance, he said the 
Consolidated Electric Railway Com- 
pany had paid about $40,000 to the re- 
ceiver of the Pacific Railway Company, 
for certain rights alleged to have been 
acquired through judicial proceedings 
here. 

Judge Wade, interrupting the speaker, 
said that the matter had never been ad- 
judicated, nor had it ever been sub- 
mitted to the(Court. 

Continuing, Attorney Gardiner said 
that one of two things must be appar- 
ent; either the onsolidated Elec- 
tric Railway Company. was still 
subject to the equitable lien of his 
clients, or the funds in the hands of the 
receiver must be so. Certainly the 
Court could not direct that the funds be 
so expended, and if the receiver paid 
the money out, with or without an or- 
der from the Court, it must follow, if 
that equitable lien of mortgage at- 
tached to it, that he and his ndsmen 
would be liable. ‘1 anneunce now,”’’ 
said Mr. Gardiner, ‘‘that we intend to 
hold everyone responsible who is re- 
sponsible.”’ 

The attorney went on to speak of the 
priority of this lien over any other, but 
was again interrupted by the Court, who 
said that he couid not determine at 


| that time between the liens. mY 
at’s just 


Mr, Gardiner replied: 

what weclaim, your Honor. You can- 
not determine it, and the Court is not 
competent to direct the money to be 
dispensed in the manner suggested, and 
if it is not properly in the hands of the 
receiver it. ought not. to be a out 
at all.”’ 

§. C. Hubbell, Esq., sugyreted as a 
lution of the difficulty that certificates 
could be issued, but Attorney Gardiser 
ejaculated: ‘GreatScott? Who would 
pay them?’’ to which Judge Wade re- 
sponded: ‘‘Don’t be uneasy about that. 
There are plenty of people who would 
be glad enough to take them." 
Proceeding with his argument, Attor- 
ney Gardiner said that if the courts of 
equity could divide up the property of a 
road with other lines and pay out money 
that should be applied tosome other ob- 
ject it was high time that capitalists 
did something else with their money 
than lend it to a company like this. 

He expressed surprise at the state- 
ment made in the petition to the effect 
that ata meeting of the bondholders, 
creditors and stockholders, held at 
Chicago, they hadcome to the conclu- 
sion that it was to the best interests of 
all parties concerned that this interest 
be paid, in view of what he knew to 
the contrary so far as the creditors 
were concerned. 

Judge Wade replied that he was not 
surprised. as one of the attorneys who 
came out here to represent the credit- 
ors so expressed himself, but while on 
his way back to Chicago changed his 
mind. 

After some debate on this subject 
Attorney Gardiner said there were two 
reasons to put forward against the grant- 
ing of the petition. One was that by 
doing so a foreclosure now pending 
would he postponed.. A dozen fore- 
closures could not more effectually take 
the property than that one, the amount 
of which was twice as much as that of 
the interest upon the 886 bonds. The 
second was if the order was made at 
all it should be made in the interests of 
thecreditors. The receivership was 
not so much for the benefit ‘of the de- 
fendants as for the creditors, whose 
names were such as to intimate to the 
court that they were men able to at- 
tend to their own business. 

D. P. Hatch, Esq., on behalf of a San 


.| Francisco bank, whose claim amounted 


to $80,000, said that he was authorized 
to state that the holdersof the 836 first 


| bonds did not want the interest. 


The Court suggested that if they re- 
fused to accept the interest when of- 
fered that would prevent the defend- 
ants from being in default.

$8200 over that of the preceding 
month and also of the same month of 
the previous year. 
It was improbable that the earnings 
of the road would exceed its expenses 
for the next three months, and there 
was pending in Department Four a 
suit to foreclose a for $1,664,- 
000, upon which it had been impossible 
to pay interest. 

J. D. Bicknell, Esq., said that the re- 
ceiver was before the court and asked 
that nothing be determined but that 
which was for the best interests of the 
road. He had been carrying on the 
business of the road up to this time, but 
if it appeared to the best interests of 
all concerned to bring the matter toa 
crisis by foreclosing, he would offer no 
objection. As a business man he did 
not know what was the best policy. If 
the court conld not prevent the fore- 
closure of the first mortgage bonds he 
hoped the petition would be denied. 

The Court remarked that a million, 
more or less, was a mere bagatelle. 
There were only two courses open, one 
irrevocable and the other revocable, 
but not remedial, as it only postponed 
the climax three or six months. de 
considered it safer, however, and bet- 
ter to take the latter, as he was less 
liable to make a mistake thereby. It 
was therefore ordered that the re- 
ceiver be directed to pay the interest 
on the coupons on 8386 first mortgage 
bonds, amounting to $12,540, due 
September 15 last, on or before March 
15 next.

Largest Crowd of the Season 
Last Evening. 

Los Angeles County Day Observed in 
a Fitting Manner. 


The Exhibit to be Kept Open for 
Another Day, 


This Evening—Several of the Dis- 
plays Brightened Up —Gen- 
eral Fair Notes,

The largest crowd that has yet visited 
the citrus fair crushed its way through 
the pavilion last night. <A sea of faces 
looked down from both galleries on the 
throng of people elbowing their way 
about on the main floor. 

The chief stage attraction was the 
Chinese orchestra, which was a great 
novelty to Eastern people. The celes- 
tials clashed their cymbals, beat 
their instruments and tattooed away 
with chop-sticks in the most sol- 
emn and philosophical style, creat- 
ing a horrible din, which, with the 
entire absence of harmony, seems to con- 
stitute the chief merit of their music, 
There were five performers and this 
orchestra plays nightly at the Chinese 
theater in Chinatown. Never until last 
evening have they manipulated their in- 
struments for the benefit of a ‘‘Melican’’ 
audience. The guns from San Diego’s 
fort boomed a salute at the close of 
each selection. The tableaux repre- 
senting dreams and realities from the 
four cardinal points were also given 
again last evening and these, with the 
Chinese band and che orchestra, made 
up a fine evening’s entertainment. 

Yesterday was set aside as Los a Ss 
les county day ‘and in honor of ¢t 
distinction the Pasadena people bright- 
ened up their booth under the big crown 
with a lavish supply of cut flowers 
tastefully arranged by Mrs. J. W. Bane 
bury. Calla lilies studded the cypress 
columns which support the crown and @ 
floral bicycle mounted by a wax boy at- 
tracted much attention. The spokes of 
the wheels were of scarlet geranium 
blossoms and the tires of smilax. A 
beautiful basket of roses wreathed with 
English violets, a horseshoe of roses, j 
bo-vls of California poppies 
and clusters of yellow violets and other 
wild flowers added to the attractiveness 
of the booth.

Escaped from Chinese Slavery. 

Tne Times has hitherto spoken freely 
on the subject of Chinese slavery, as 
pursued on this Coast, not only under 
the eyes of the law, but in many cases 
with the very connivance and sup- 
port of the law. Weare glad to know 
that the press is becoming more and 
more outspoken upon the subject, and 
that public interest is awaking in be- 
half of the miserable Chinese girls who 
are brought here as merchandise and 
held in a bondage far worse than any 
phase of African slavery as i existed 
before the war. Not only does public 
sentiment sustain the noble men and 
women who have interested themselves 
in freeing from degradation such of 
these Chinese slaves'as seek protec- 
tion, but officers of the law, attorneys 
and courts, at least in this city, are be- 
coming more wary about lending their 
influence, under legal processes, to sus- 
tain the iniquity. 
The Chinese are a shrewd people, and 
in no way do they display their acumen 
more effectually thanin circumventing 
American laws. Their method of re- 
claiming a runaway slave has generally 
been under the guise of a writ of habeas 
corpus ora warrant for petty larceny 
put into the hands ofacomplaisant con- 
stable. The few trinkets which the 
runaway girl wears, or the clothing 
upon her body, generally represent the 
property of which the slave-oWner has 
been robbed, and, after the girl has 
been apprehended, straw bail does the 
rest. The girl is delivered to her in- 
bkuman master and nothing more is 
beard of the case unless -she should 
chance to run away again or commit 
suicide. Recently the smart Chinese 
bosses have adopted another American 
custom as‘a buttress for their ‘‘divine 
institution.’’ This is matrimony. It is 
said now that when a boss wishes to 
make sure of aslave he takes her be- 
fore a magistrate and is married to her. 
If this is so, it adds greatly to the com- 
plexity of the matter, and makes it so 
much more difficult to handle justly. 
But there should still be some salvation 
in life for a married Chinese slave. 
The recent episode in this city which 
resulted in the escape of a Chinese girl 
from a den of infamy is a case in point, 
anq all right-thinking people will re- 
joice overthe outcome. The girl was 


‘not kiduaped, as Chinatown in its first 


stage of excitement tried to represent,_ 
On the contrary, it was a well-planned 
escape. Miss Margaret Culbertson, 
superintendent of the Presbyterian 
Chinese Mission Home, San Francisco, 
came here designedly to accomplish the 
rescue. She provided a close carriage, 
met theslave at an appointed place, se- 
cured her, drove to the Southern Pacific 
depot, and was away before there was 
opportunity for interference. There 
was no unusual incident until Fresno’ 
was reached, at which place Dep- 
uty Sheriff W. J. Pickett boarded 
the train and stated that he had been. 
instructed by a telegram from Los An- 
geles to take the Chinese girl into cus- 


to give the girl up until a warrant was 
produced, but the officer and his assist- 
ants were obstinate. A lawyer who 
was on the train advised Miss Culbert- 
son to acquiesce in the Sheriff's de- 
mands, assuring her that redress could 
be obtained if the officer acted illegally, 
and she didso. Althoughina strange 
place Miss Culbertson was determined 
to maintain her legal rights, and she 
appealed to Lawyer Drew of Fresno to 
assist her for humanity’s sake. Mr. 
Drew promptly took up the case and 
made out a petition for a writ of habeas 
corpus, which was presented to Judge 
Holmes. Before the hearing, which 
was at 4 o’clock the same day, the full 
warrant for the Chinese girl’s arrest 
had been telegraphed to Fresno, charg- 
ing embezzlement. The warrant was 
found to be illegal, as it was not in- 
dorsed by a Supreme, Superior or Coun- 
ty Court Judge, as required by law in 
such cases when not served in the coun- 
ty where issued, and furthermore the 
girl’s correct name was not given. 
Judge Holmes released the prisoner, 
who was quickly taken away by the mis- 
sionary. Miss Culbertson took a round- 
about route home to throw pursuers 
off the track and safely landed the Chi- 
nese girl at the mission. | 

Thus, in one more instance, Chinese 
slavery, aided and abetted by forms of 
law, has been defeated. ‘There are 
many more unfortunates to rescue, and 
the public will wish Miss Culbertson 
and her associates God-speed in their 
good work.

A. E. Watxovs, a well-known newspa- 
per man of the East, has a readable ar- 
ticle in the current number of Lippin- 
cott’s on ‘The Newspaper Man as aCon- 
fidant.’’ He puts an effectual quietus 
on the popular error that newspapers 
print anything and everything that 
they can get hold of, ‘‘just to fill up.”’ 
The ‘filling up’’ process is one of the 
least concerns of the average journal- 
ist. It is the ‘selecting, the boiling 
down, the eliminating process that con- 
cerns him most. It requires courage as 
well as judgment to publish a successful 
newspaper, and private spite must cut 
no figure in it. An editor must have 
the backbone to refuse publication for 
that which he deems improper, as well 
as to print things which he is certain 
will displease some people. People who 
hand him matter ‘‘just to fill up with” 
frequently have an axe to grind and the 
axe is intended to cut somebody. The 
average editor of a city newspaper does 
not publish everything that everybody 
wants him to, and does not tell every- 
thing that he knows about everybody— 
not by a jugfull. 


AN article in the Counsellor for Janu- 
ary cleverly illustrates the absurdities 
and perplexities the conflicting 
divorce laws of t different States. 
For example, a South Carolinian who is 
@ivorced and again married in Florida 
can be arrested for bigamy should he re- 
turn with his wife to the former State. 
On the other hand, a Pennsylvanian 
who secures a divorce and _ then 
seeks another wife in New York. can 
return in safety to the State of his first 
choice, provided the authorities of New 
York do not succeed first in enforcing 
the law and placing him in prison. 
‘‘And yet,’’ exclaimed the writer, ‘we 
read in the Constitution of the United 
States that full faith and credit shall 
be given in each State to the public 
acts, records and judicial proceedings 
of every other State!’’ But how that 
is to be done in cases where the other 
States have a diversity of public acts, 
records and proteedings the Constitu- 
tion sayeth not. 


It is thought that the Arid Lands Bill 
will be before Congress for discussion 
this week. This is one of the most im- 
portant measures in land affecting the 
West. The measure proposes to cede to 
the several States the arid lands within 
their limits which can only be reclaimed 
by irrigation. Whether it is better to 
reclaim these lands through the medium 
of irrigation works constructed by the 
Government or throw the responsibility 
of reclamation upon the State is an 
open question. In either case the sys- 
tem, especially as it applies to the 
sale of the lands, is open to abuse, but 
we are inclined to think that the abuses 
will be greater under State or Territo- 
rial than under national control. That 
the lands ought to be reclaimed and 
settled there can be no question; it is 
only to be determined which is the best 
way of doing it. When Congress gets 
to discussing the matter we may have 
some new light. i 


Pror. Ricuarp T. Evry, author of ‘‘The 
Labor Movement in America,’’ ‘‘An In- 
troduction to Political Economy’’ and 
many other important economic works, 
has been called from his chair at the 
Johns Hopkins to the University of Wis- 
consin, He will be placed at the head 
ofa new school of political science 
which will be conducted on somewhat 
new principles.

STATE BOARD OF TRADE, 


Interesting Reports—California's Exports— 
Efforts to Secure New Markets. 

San Franotsco, March 8.—[By the As- 
sociated Prcess.] The annual meeting 
of the State Board of Trade was held 
this afternoon. As chairman of the 
special committee Gen. Chipman filed 
along report on the importance and 
needs of the rivers and harbors of Cal- 
ifornia. Embodied in the report is the 
opinion of J. A. Morrissey of Stockton, 
who makes some good points as to what 
competition in water freights has done 
for Stockton. 

Another long report was submitted by 
Gen. Chipman as chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Industrial Resources of the 
State. It showed in detail shipments 
‘from the State during 1891 of fruits, 
wine and brandy. The total shipments 
of fruits of all sorts were 352,900,425 
pounds, or 17,645 carloads. The wine 
shipments were 11,114,029 gallons, 
brandy 799,612 gallons. There is con- 
siderable wine and brandy held in cel- 
lars and warehouses. 

Of shipments during 1891, 138,588,- 
425 pounds went from south of Tehach- 
epi and 229,538,440 from north of 
Tehachepi. The raisin shipments were 
47,734,000 pounds, an increase of 
6,613,670 pounds, or 880 carloads, 
over 1890. . 

The orange shipments from the six 
southern counties during 1891 footed 
up over 1,300,000 boxes or 4698 car- 
loads. 

In commenting on the figures given it 
was said that the marketing of products 
deserved more serioits consideration. 
Mr. McAfee, of the Committee on Mar- 
kets, reported that the committee was 
diligently at work endeavoring to se- 
cure a market in England for California 
dried fruits. 

A communication was received set- 
ting forth that the miners’ convention, 
recently held in this citv,'desired moral 
support for the purpose of again con- 
tinuing hydraulic mining. It was 
finally decided that the board would 
give such moral support as was possi- 
ble, and the general manager was in- 
structed’ to send a favorable repiy to 
the communication. 


|. The board refused to take any action 


on the communication received from 
the Academy of Sciences touching on 
internalematters of the Coast. branch of 
the Signal Service Bureau in this city. 

A long discussion followed on agricul- 
tural matters and W. H. Millis offered 


the following resolution, which was 


unanimously adopted: ‘ 

‘‘Resolved, that in the opinion of the 
State Board of Trade the Department 
of Agriculture at Washington should be 
requested to establish a branch of the 
department in this city, to be presided 
over by acommissioner who shall in- 
quire into the needs of agriculture on 
arid lands lying west of the one hun- 
dredth meridian.”’

THE LAKE QUAKES. 


A Desert Volcano Breaks Out During the 
Disturbance.. 


San Digco, March 8.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A party of prospectors 
who were in the New River region of 
the Colorado Desert at the time of the 
earthquakes have just returned, and 
bring with them a story of a blazing vol- 
cano. 

‘‘We were on the lower Laguna 
Mountains,’’ said one, ‘‘close to the 
Mexican boundary line, and about mid- 
way between San Diego and Yuma, 
when the earthquake occurred? It was 
felt sharply there and our first thought 
was to look tor the outbreak of a vol- 
cano, but to our surprise, instead of an 
outbreak of smoke and steam, which is 
always visible in the Cocopah region, 
the first had entirely disappeared. The 
firat day after the earthquake the entWwe 
desert was asclear as a mirror. That 
night a change came. We _ heard 
rumbling noises and the next day the 
smoke returned denser and blacker than 
ever. That night from the mountain 
tops we could plainly see a flame shoot- 
ing up. The volcano appeared to be 
about forty miles away and located on 
Mexican territory. The flame was not 
high above the level of the desert, and 
appeared to come from a pit-hole.’’.

Smith surrendered to Officer Gibson and 
was marched to the police station.

Smith from jail and lynching him.

Fresno, March 8.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press,| The long-standing disa- 
greement between the Fresno volunteer 
fire department and the City Board of 
Trustees has at last been taken into 
court. Chief Higgins, of the fire de- 
partment, and his assistant, T. G. Hart, 
were removed by the trustees at a meet- 
ing on Monday night. and Timothy Wal- 
ton and G. H. Walley were appointed 
in their places. Much bitterness 
has existed between.the trustees and 
department, the latter claiming that 
the trustees had no right to appoint of- 
ficers of the department, the proper 
way being for members of the batter to 
elect their own officers.

FIFTY-SECOND CUNGRESS. 
FIRST SESSION. 


Wasutneton, March 8.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Senate.—Among the 
papers presented and referred was the 
report of the chief of engineers of the 
army asto mining débris in California. 

Mr. Squire presented a memorial 
' from the Chamber of Commerce of Port 
Townsend, Wash., setting forth: 

That the present state of the Bering Sea 
sealing fishery works a grievous hardship to 
our fishermen by depriving them of the 
rights and privileges which they enjov in 
the North Athlantic Ocean, in which they 
are encouraged and protected by the Gov- 
ernment of the United States. The cham- 
ber asserts its belief that the waters of the 
North Pacific Ocean and Bering Sea and all 
products to be found in those waters 
should be as free as the waters of the North 
Atlantic. It respectfully asks that some 
action be taken by Congress by which 
the same laws now in operation in 
the North Atlantic regarding fisheries may 
be extended to the waters of the North Pa- 
cific, Bering Sea, the Arctic Ocean and all 
waters bordering upon American territory; 
that products of the sea be declared free 
and open to al and that American ftisher- 
men have the same rights in the waters of 
the North Pacific asthey now enjoy in the 
North Atlantic Ocean. 

Referred to the Committee on Foreign 
Relations.

‘The Lem-Darcy Damage Suit 
| on Trial. 


The Chinaman Asks for $10,000 for 
False Imprisonment. 


Damage Suit Against. Sheriff Gibson 
Decided in His Favor. 


A Santa/Monica Saloon License Case Be- 
fore Judge Shaw—The Jury ‘nd the 
Court Disagree — General 
Court Notes. 


Yesterday was not a particularly in; 
teresting one in the courts, both crimi- 
nal departments being idle and the 
other four departments being occupied 
by minor litigants for the most part. 

In Department Two, however, the 
trial of the case of George C. Lem vs. 
P. M. Darcy, an action to recover dam- 
ages in the sum of $10,000, alleged to 
have been sustained by reason of the 
false imprisonment of the defendant, 
was commenced before Judge Clark, the 
plaintiff being represented by Messrs. 
W. E. Dunn and J. T. Beardon and the 
defendant by Messrs. Wells, Monroe & 
Lee. Allofthe morning and part of 
the afternoon session was consumed in 
the work of selecting a jury, but as 
most of the talesmen were prejudiced 
against the Chinese, of which race the 
plaintiff was a representative, the 

anel was exhausted before a full jury 
was obtained and it was finally agreed 
to try the case with the following 
eleven jurors: J. W. Fawkes, A. B. 
Gates, F. Lytle, L. J. Lockhart, J. R. 
McManus, F.. E. Normandy, F. F. Smith, 
J. W. Stockwell, W. S. Squire, P, Tay- 
lor and P. M. Weaver. 

The plaintiff, George C. Lem, an in- 
telligént Chinese, attired correctly in a 
neat, brown business suit, was the first 
witness called to the stand. He testi- 
fied in effect that on the evening of 
October 7,.1887, he left his place of 
business on Upper Main street to come 
up town, and at the corner of Bellevue 
avenue heard a Chinese boy call for 
help. He ran across the street, and, on 
learning that the boy was under arrest, 
accompanied him to the police station 
for the purpose of putting up bail for 
him. He was referred to Chief of Po- 
lice Darcy, and at once went to his 
office, and, after asking what the boy 
was arrested for, stated the purpose of 
his visit. Darcy, on learning his name, 
told him he was under arrest. The wit- 


ness told him he had done nothing 


wrong, but was promptly marched out 
by an officer and Darcy to the Nadeau 
otel. In front of that hotel the wit- 
ness saw a friend, Mr. .Knight, and tried 
to speak to him, but was hustled into a 
hack, and when he tried through the 
window was shoved back and Darcy 
placed his hand on his mouth. He was 
then driven down to his store. and, 
upon offering resistance, was hand- 
cuffed. Darcy thenclosed up the store, 
locking both doors and pulling down the 
blinds, and leaving Lem in charge of 
two officers he went away. About an 
hour later he returned and told his pris- 
oner to give up that silverware he had 
hidden on the premises, and threatened 
‘to search,the place. Lem asked for his 
authority and was shown a search war- 
rant, after which Darcy proceeded to 
break open everything in sight with an 
ax, and rummaged all his silk and other 
fine goods in search of stolen goods. ~ 

After two or three hours’ work sev- 
eral old rusty spoons and a watch were 
put in a trunk and Lem was then taken 
to the city prison and locked up for the 
night, being released at 9 o’clock next 
morning when bailed out by Col. Wells 
and J. C. Salisbury, anothe,. friend. 
His arrest was published in all the pa- 
pers. He was never prosecuted for any 
crime afterwards. 

The.deposition of Mr. Knight, and the 
testimony of. J. C. Salisbury, corrobo- 
rative of parts of Lem’s story, were ta- 
ken and court then adjourned for the 
day, the case going over until this 
morning. 
ANOTHER DAMAGE SUIT. 

Another suit for damages against an 
officer was tried before Judge Van Dyke 
and a jury in Department Four yester- 
day. It was that of E. W..Doss vs. 
Sheriff E. D. Gibson, the amount claimed 
being $25,000. The plaintiff was rep- 
resented by Messrs. A. J. King and C. 
C. Stephens, while Hon. S. White 
appeared for the defendant. 

The plaintiff, an old resident of this 
county, living at Laurel Cajion, claimed 
that on January 5, 1891, he was ille- 

ally restrained of his liberty by being 
ocked up in the County Jail for over 
twelve hours, without due authority or 
warrant. The defendant, however, 
showed that Doss was arrested bya 
deputy constable by virtue of a warrant 
issued by Justice Savage, at the instance 
of E. C. Watson, who charged him with 
having threatened to kill him on No- 
vember 19, 1890, and, the .jury, after 
being out about ten minutes, returned a 
verdict for the defendant. 

SANTA MONIOA SALOON CASE. 

The case of the town of Santa Mon- 
ica vs. Robert Eckert et al., an action 
to recover the sum of $299.99 alleged 
to be due for the license of their saloon 
at the foot of the bluff and connected 
with their restaurant, came up for 
hearing yesterday before Judge Shaw 
anda jury in Department Five on an 
appeal from the Recorder’s Court at 
Santa Monica. 

The defendants claim that although 
they conducted two establishments, one 
on top of the bluff and the other below, 
they were to all intents and purposes 
but one, as they con- 
nected with flights of steps and 
were located upon the same ‘piece 
of land, and as they had paid their 
$3800 license for the old saloon on the 
bluff, they considered themselves ex- 
empt from further license. At the 
close of the testimony the Court in- 
structed the jury to return a verdict for 
the plaintiff for the sum claimed, and a 
blank verdict was handed up to Fore- 
man John Lovell for signature. The 
jurors, however, at first flatly refused 
todo so, and were about to leave the 
box for dgliberation when Judge Shaw 
informed them)that as he had instructed 
them to return a certain verdict they 
had no choice in the matter. W. Bosby- 
shell, one of the jurors, was not con- 
vinced even then, and argued that al- 
though the Court might be right as a 
question of law in its view of the case, 
he, as a juror, could not agree with it, 
and in justice to the defendant he 
could not, from the testimony, conscien- 
tiously return such a vefdict. Fore- 


man Lovell was again directed by the 


Court to obey the instruction given, 

and some of the jurors suggested that 

it be signed ‘‘under protest,’’ but Judge 

Shaw’s order was finally obeyed, and the 

jurors filed out of the courtroom, ap- 

ene at a loss | to grasp the situa- 
on.

The Board of Trade held a very impor- 
tant meeting Monday night and several 
things of much interest to the city were 
discusged. Probably the most important 
of these was tke report of the committee 
appointed two weeks ago to conter with the 
Santa Fé officials regarding their coming 
into Pomona. At the request of the bcard 
the matter has been kept out of the press 
tillnow. J.D. H. Browne and John Was- 
son constituted the committee and reported 
about as follows: They had seen General 
Manager Wade and talked with him regard. 
ing the matter and he was very favorably 
impressed with the proposition. He said if 
he owned the road he would come into the 
city atonce. Ifthe board had any propo. 
sition to make to et it in shape 
and he would lay it before the company. 
The board had discussed the pro tion of 
the Santa Fé coming in over the motor 
track, but as that is down one of the pret- 
tiest residence streets in the city, and it 
would practically close up ‘that street, it 
was thought best to come in some other 
way. Mr. Wade favored the Lordsburg 
route, and promises to send a surveyor to 
determine the most practicable route. The 
committee thought that if the city would 
give the road the right-of-way and terminal 
facilities it would come in: The matter is 
one of supremé importance to the city, and 
the board seemed well pleased with the re- 
port. More time was given, and matters 
will probably be in pretty good shape by 
the next meeting.

The County Supervisors have again au- 
thorized the expenditure of a large sum of

| of a large number of citizens in the county. 


Chief among these is the awarding ofa 
contract to D. Kilpatrick for the erection 
of a portion of the new. county courthouse 
atacost of $42,693 andthe law library 
building ‘for $8643. Those favoring the 
proposition were Victor, Johnson, Lord and 
Crane. The only negative vote was cast by 
White of Riverside. The strongest oppo- 
sition to the erection of the courthouse will 
come from Riverside and that part of the 
county favoring county division. 

The Supervisors also granted F. M. John- 
son the privilege of appointing sixteen dep- 
uties at a salary of $100 a month each for 
March, April, May and June to make the 
assessment of the county.

Word was received inthis city at an early 
hour yesterday morning that William 
Steele was run over and killed near the de. 
potin Fullerton by the Santa Fé train 
which leaves this city for Los Angeles at 
7:45 a.m. 

From the evidence obtained in this city 
it seems that Steele was digging a ditch for 
a farmer along the railroad track, and just 
before the train hove in sight around the 
curve he stepped on the track with his back 
to the approaching train. The engineer 
saw him and blew the whistle several 
times, but Steele seemed oblivious to the 
approaching danger and stood looking up 
thetrack. The engine struck him, hurling 
him nearly fifty feet from the track and 
injuring him to such an extent that he died 
at 8:45 o'clock, about half an hour after he 
was struck.

The New Roads They Want in 
San Diego. 


Guarantees of Freight to be Ac- 
cepted as Subsidies. 


Electric Cars Running to Buena 
Vista Street Bridge. 


Meetings of Terminal Stockholders— No 
Strike on the Santa Fe—To En- 
courage Steam — Local 

News Items. — 


The people of San Diego county will 
not drop the subject of new railroad 
building, though the agitation results in 
very little. actual construction. To a 
committee was referred the work of 
preparing a call for a county conven- 
tion to organize a ‘‘railroad extension 
and improvement committee of San 
Diego county,’’ for the purpose of hav- 
ing a working organization of the whole 
county, which would represent, its 
different localities and interests, 
and having for its special ob- 
ject railroad extension, irriga- 
tion and other great improvements 
affecting the interests of the whole 
county, and it completed its work last 
Saturday. The committee recommends 
that town hall meetings be held through- 
out the county on March 15, at which 
delegates shall be elected to attend a 
county convention to be held in this city 
March 22. At the mass-meeting held in 
Santa Ysabel there was a large repre- 
“entation from various parts of the 
county. The secretary of the meeting 
read letters from the Santa Fe Railroad 
management, as well as from several 
individuals, asking for information re- 
specting the proposed route between 
Temecula and Santa Ysabel and between 
that point and San Diego. From the let- 


ters received the meeting felt satisfied 


that if $100,000 worth of freight per 
annum could be guaranteed thata road 
would be built that would not only give 
an outlet to San Diego, but also give a 
connection with the Southern Pacific. 
The meeting then appointed a commit- 
tee of one in each school district in the 
county to solicit subsidies in the nature 
of guaranteed freight for five years, 
and instructed these committees to re- 
port atanadjourned meeting. The con- 
ditions upon which this subsidy will be 
asked are that nothing will need be con- 
tributed until the road is completed, 
and then twelve months’ time can be 
had in which to furnish the full amount. 
The freight guarantee will be secured 
by mortgages on the land, and, in the 
opinion of some, the timber in the 
county will furnish the amount of 
freight required.

The stockholders of the Los Angeles 
Terminal Railroad Company went 
through the formality of meeting yes- 
terday and adjourned to Friday of this 
week, when more of the Eastern men 
are expected to be here.

THE MANNING BATTERY. 


The Injured Wife Takes Back Everything— 
The Jury Unable to Agree. 

The trial of Billy Manning, the pugi- 
list, for battery pon his wife, Rose 
Manning, on the same night that he 
assaulted Capt. Woods, in the Lanker- 
ship Block, some two weeks ago, occu- 
pied the time of Justice Owens anda 
jury during the greater part of yester- 
day. 

When the case was called before Jus- 
tice Austin Manning’s attorneys asked 
fora change of venue on the ground 
that Judge Austin was prejudiced. Jus- 
tice Austin very kindly changed places 
with Justice Owens and the work of 
securing a jury commenced. This was 
cOncluded early in the afternoon and 
the taking of testimony proceeded with, 
The prosecution put on the stand De- 


testified that on the night in question 
Mrs. Manning stated that her husband 
had assaulted her and beat her up, and 
further exhibited her arms, on which 
were a number of bruises, which she 
claimed had been inflicted by Manning. 
The disturbance in the house was 
clearly proven and it was further shown 
that Mrs. Manning had demanded her 
husband’s arrest and threatened the 
officers that she would report them to 
the Chief if they did not do their duty 
and take Manning into custedy. 

Mrs. Manning flatly denied that her 
husband had struck her, saying that the 
bruises on her face were caused by the 
sudden opening of the door in letting 
her husband into the room on the night 
in question. Manning also denied the 
battery. 

After several more or less eloquent 
addresses on the part of counsel, the 
case was given to the jury at 5 o’clock, 
and they retired for deliberation. At 8 
o’clock they again came into court, and, 
on the statement that there was no 
possible chance of an agreement, they 
were discharged. The jury stood eight 
for acquital and four for conviction. 


THE LIQUOR TRAFFIC. 


A Vigorous Reply’ to Mr. Collins’ 
Strictures on the Supervisors. 


Mr. Davis Defends the Action of the 
Board in Granting Licenses—Plain 
Facts Stated About Certain 
Forgeries. 


The sensational sermon of Rev. J. H. 
Collins on the liquor traffic has caused a 
great deal of*discussion. In his re- 
marks Mr. Collins hit the Supervisors a 
very hard rap, which has had the effect 
of calling out the following letter from 
Supervisor A. E. Davis: 

LOS ANGELES, March 8.—[Togthe Editor 
of THE TIMES.] Presuming upon your sense 
of fair play, Isubmit fora place in your 
columns a few items in reply to the speech 
(it would be a slander on the cloth tocall it 
a sermon) of Rev. J. H. Collins, published 
in Monday morning’s Timgs. The follow- 
ing is an extract therefrom, to-wit: 

‘The action of the County Supervisors in 
granting a license for asaloon at the Sol- 
diers’ Home at Santa Monica was branded 
as ‘an offense against patriotism, yea, a 
foul blotch upon the honor of our country 
in the treatment of men who saved it in its 
Jhour of peril.’ The speaker continued: 

‘*How honorable voters can forgive this 
| back-boneless set of Supervisors is more 
thanI can understand. They have not, in 
my estimation, stiffness of character 
enough to make good mop-rags or dish. 
cloths. When they are in office, we are in 
disgrace, decency and honor are at a dis- 
count, trickery alone is ata premium, and 
through their cowardly action the saloons 
upon our county roads, and in little settle. 
ments of quiet homes, are to vie with the 
dives and joints of the city in crowding the 
gates of hell with immortal souls.”’ 

Now, I will submit the facts respecting 
this license ordinance question and then 
have it for the public to say whether the 
Board of Supervisors «deserves the coarse 
abuse the reverend gentleman has seen fit 
in his remarks to bestow upon them. 

The saloon at the Soldiers’ Home that he 
speaks of was opened before the license 
ordinance went into effect, by and with the 
consent of the authorities of the Home. It 
could not have been established otherwise. 
The proprietor applied for a license. There 
was no protest against it, and it was issued 
just as it should have been. 

Parson Collins evinces an ignorance of 
the old soldier thatis amusing, to say the 
least; he lashes the aff and rants about the 
great outrage of patriotism, etc.-<this li- 
censing a saloon at the Home. Most of 
those gray, maimed and scarred veterans 
like to take their beer occasionally. And 
in saving this land of the free they have 
earned their freedom to do as they please, 
andif they feellike taking a drink occas- 
ionally they should be allowed to do so if 
they pay forit; anditis better that there 
should be a barracks ‘‘canteen’’ than that 
they should visit places outside ‘the Home 
to obtain it. 

Butif they wanted todo so how could 
the Board of Supervisors prevent a saloon 
being established there? 

Again, as to the protests against saloons. 
Every one had more or less names attached 
that were not qualified electors. 


sent petitions afterward asking their names 
be erased to reduce below the necessary 
two-thirds majority, alleging that their 
names were obtained by misrepresentation. 
And to the shame of Parson Collins's zeal- 
ots it was proved that some of the signa- 
tures were forged—yes, forged. Wedo not 
for one moment believe that such work 
would be tolerated if known by a majority 
of those who took part in getting these pro- 
tests,.but the fact remains and itis in evi- 
dence some of the names were forged and 
it is most evident it was done by some un- 
scrupulous person or persons who doubt- 
less shouts ‘Amen! Amen!’’ when Parson 
Collins is hurling his anathemas of wrath 
against the Board of Supervisors for not 
trampling the rights of citizens in the mire 
and attempting to force prohibition on this 
county, nolens vulens. 

The Board of Supervisors was not elected 
by prohibitionists, but by the people. They 
did not seek to inaugurate prohibition. 
They did seek to enforce the collection of 
some revenue for the liquor traffic, to meet 


They did seek to place it within the power 
of the people of any precinct to exclude 
and dead.falls within their midsts. Batim- 


carry out their extreme views and sought 
to pervert it from its legitimate purpose. 

The saloon men organized then and em- 
ployed counsel to see that the protests that 
were presented should be signed by those 
who had a right to sign and were honestly 
signed, when, lo! it was discovered that 
unqualified voters had signed, that some 
names of dead men and living had been 
forged. So great was the stench of cor- 
ruption that arose from some of the pro- 
tests that honest Judge Anderson was 
doubtless glad to concur in the proposition 
toeliminate from the ordinance the pro- 
test provision and leave it with the board 
to deny licenses for good cause shown to 
improper persons. 

In conclusionI would say, in closing the 
saloons Sunday and imposing a license tax 
on them’ andin compelling those who en- 
gage inthe sale of liquor to give a bond 
for keeping a respectable house, that the 
Board of Supervisors has done more, prac- 
tically, for the cause of temperance than 
Parson Collins and hig ilk ever have or ever
